Under the will, the sister has enjoyed 


her share of the rents,and profits, the share 
of the lost one meantime being, under the 
direction of the court; deposited in a sav- 
ings bank, until after some seven years had 
eliipsed, the two reviaionary institutions in- 
stituted proceedings to secure bis share of 
the property.

I arrived here yesterday forenoon, coming 


through from New York with Lieutenant 
Parker and a company of marines from 
Biwton. To-day the city hna been full of 
' rutnora of war." Some important move- 
ment ia evidently going on, though what it 
is or the details of it, no one- seems to 
know positively. 
The telegraph will give 


you more particulars than I can, aud, of 
course, earlier. 
Yesterday the streets were 


alive with troops and army wagons, and 
last night a vary largo body of troops, it is 
said, were sent aver the river to the "sa- 
cred soil " of Dixie, alias Virginia. To- 
day my rambles led me to the Chain and 
the Long bridge. At the former, I found 
General Kinjr with a solitary regiment on 
the Maryland aide—the Wisconsin Cth— 
but almost hourly expecting the 7th, which 
has been uncumped about a mile east ol 
the Capitol. 
The remainder of his brigade, 


including the Wisconsin 2dand 5th, wo9 on 
the other side of the Potomac. Last night, 
at midnight, General King received orders 
to hold hia brigade in readiness for a march 
at a moment's notice, with two days' ra 
tiona. 
I have the satisfaction of taking my 


Brat camp dinner with General King aud 
his start'. 
Though armed with a letter 


from. Tlmrlow Weed to the assistant secre 
tary of state, (F. W. Howard, a aon of the 
secretary,) I was unable to obtain a pass 
over the Potomac, as General McClellan 
had requested the day before I arrived the 
refusal of passes to all civilians. With the 
aid of a powerful glass in General King's 
(luart'jfH, I had, however, a plain view ol 
the fortifications, loots, &c., in the coveted 
pUce of visitation.

upon the Virginia side. He passed up the 
canal through an unfrequented street, and 
I esteem the chanco of seeing him and his 
famous balloon as a fortunate one. 


You will receive by telegraph the partic- 


ulars of the sad collision this morning be- 
tween our own troops.

the Georgetown hospital this forenoon, 
eight of the unfortunate wounded were de- 
livered from a hospital wagon, aud not far 
behind I met an ambulance with two more.

ler head being carried away, sho was steer- 
ng for home with the rudder chains.— 
"jarge ropea were stretched from bulwark 
5 bulwark for the passengers to cling to, 
ud tho rolling was BO fearful that one mo- 


ment the great ship revealed the whole of 


i.*r decks at a most distressing angle, and 
bo next the bilge was plainly visible. 


On discovering the plight of the vessel, 


Capt. Judkiiifl hoisted a signal—" Do vou 
equire aid ?" which was only replied to by 
lurgo board being displayed .on the pad- 
le box ; but the characters thereon being 
o small, the writing could not be deciph- 
red. 
The Great Eastern still kept on her 


ourse, working with^her screws, and for 
vventy minutes the Persia followed her, iu 
rder to gel an answer to her signal. The 
•assengera of tho Great Eastern were scat- 
ered over hor decks, (there were reported 
o have been about four hundred on board 
f her,) cill of which seemed straining for- 
vuril to catch a view of the Persia. The 
adies waved their handkerchiefs, the men 
heir hats, ami, notwithstanding the extra- 
rdinury roll of tho vessel, the utmost en- 
liusinsm seemed to be manifested by her 
lasscngers.

u to the signal of itio Persia, and as she 
ipped lier ensign and turned her head 
way, another bourd written on was eleva- 
ed from the paddle box of the Great 
eastern with no better result, 
liven with 


lie aid of the glasses of the ollicers the 
haracters could not be distinguished. Dur- 
ng this time tlie Great Eastern had not 
luckened her pace, and when the Persia 
ot some distance from her she hoisted the 
igtiat, " Come within hail," but an Capt. 
udldns justly said, he had followed her 
iolf an hour, asked her if she required 
any aid, and receiving no reply in the usual 
manner, ho could lose no further time in 
puttitig back.

Fremont ia represented as being actively at 
work getting forward his forces to attack 
Price, and that he had had a. council of 
war with his officers, when he laid before 
them his plans, which received general ap- 
proval". 


It is probable that General Wool has 


been ordered to some important command, 
and that out of this the reporter of the 
New York Herald has manufactured the 
remainder of the sensation dispatch. 


It would be an act of mildness on the 


part of the administration, at this time, to 
supersede General Fremont, and order him 
to Washington to be tried.

dent it has not been done. 


Editorial Correspondence. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29, 1861. 


I arrived here yesterday forenoon, coming 


tbrjngh from New York with Lieutenant 
Parker and a company of marines from 
Boston. To-day the city has been full of 
' rumors of war." 
Some important move- 


ment is evidently going on, though what it 
is or the details of it, no one seems to 
know positively. 
The telegraph will give 


you more particulars than I can, and, of 
coarse, earlier. Yesterday tbe streets were 
alive with troops and army wagons, and 
last night a very large body of troops, it is 
said, were sent aver the river to the "sa- 
cred soil" of Dixie, alias Virginia. To- 
day my rambles led me to the Chain and 
the Long bridge. At the former, I found 
General King with a" solitary regiment on 
the Maryland side—the Wisconsin 6th— 
bnt almost hourly .expecting the 7th, which 
has been encamped about a mile east ol 
tbe Capitol. Tbe remainder of his brigade 
Including the Wisconsin 2dand 5th, was on 
the other side of the Potomac. Last night, 
at midoight, General King received orders 
to hold his brigade in readiness for a march 
at a moment's notice, -with two days' ra- 
tions. I have the satisfaction of taking my 
first carap dinner with General King and 
his staff. 
Though armed with a letter 


from Thurlow Weed to the assistant secre- 
tary of state, (F. W. Seward, a son of the 
secretary,) I was unable to obtain a pass 
over the Potomac, as General McClellan 
had requested the day before I arrived the 
refusal of passes to all civilians. With the 
aid of a powerful glass in General King's 
quarters, I had, however, a plain view o 
the fortifications, tents, &c., in the covetec 
plice of visitation. 
Very few men were 


left in them, and it ia currently reported 
that General McCIellan has advanced the 
whole of his column, and occupied, without 
resistance, Mtmson'a Hill, Mason's Hill, 
Fall's Church, and what else nobody knows, 
though there are plenty of rumors. Gen- 
eral McClellan, with his staff, left his quar- 
ters in the city this morning at eight 
o'clock—an unusually early hour for any 
day, and significant for the Sabbath. 


At six o'clock this afternoon, as I was 


leaving the Long bridge, I saw Professor 
Lowe in his big balloon, inflated, towed 
along the street by a body of soldiers, to 
cross the Georgetown aqueduct and get 
upon the Virginia side. He passed up the 
canal through an unfrequented street, and 
I esteem the chance of seeing him and his 
famous balloon as a fortunate one. 


You will receive by telegraph the partic- 


ulars of the sad collision this morning be- 
tween our own troops. 
As I was passing 


the Georgetown hospital this forenoon, 
eight of tbe unfortunate wounded were de- 
livered from a hospital wagon, and not far 
behind I met an ambulance with two more. 
Truly, if war has its exciting events, it has 
also its mournfnl ones. 


Notwithstanding the movements which 


indicate a battle, if the rebels will give one, 
there is not the least apprehension of dan- 
ger to Washington. 
Everybody has the 


utmost conCdence in General McClellan 
and the artny under his command. No one 
believes he will be trapped into another 
Ball Ran depot, and the city is so environ 
ed with forti6ca:ions and defences that a

Tbe Disaster to tl>e Monster Steam- 
ship Great I&astera. 


Mr. Howard Paul, a passenger on board 


the steamship Persia, which passed the 
Great Eastern, furnishes the following 
particulars of the view obtained of the dis- 
abled monster as she rolled ao wildly upon 
the ocean : 


" The steamship Persia which left Liver- 


pool on Saturday, September 14th, met the 
Great Eastern on Monday, September 16th, 
at 11 o'clock a. m,, two hundred and twelve 
miles from Queenstown. 
On approaching 


her the passengers of the Persia observed 
that she was rolling very much, but had no 


lea of her condition, which a nearer view 
fforded. It was found that she had lost 
oth her paddle wheels, the whole of her 
oats with the exception of two on her port 
de were stove in or disabled, and the rud- 
er head being carried away, she was steer-

We think it 


SOUND: 


1. We regard the pending war waged by 


some of the stales of this Union against 
the federal government, aa growing out of 
disloyalty to truth and hatred to justice, 
leading them to desire a larger liberty for 
wiukcduo.-i.-i tlitin ia allowed them in a legal 
relation to the nation. 
The following rea- 


sons justify thia conclusion: lat. They 
have never been restrained by the govern- 
inuut iu uny furm or degree from such pur- 
suits of life, liberty, or happiness as is con- 
tmlont with the rights of others. 2d. They 
bave beun protected most effectually in all 
their lawful interests aud pursuits. 
3d. 


Tiie govertiimnit had denied them nothing 
Hhifh'it Inn accorded to other citizens,— 
(th. As eiHiijiiired with the frae states, they 
!I;HV shiuvd in large excess, the offices, hon- 
ord, »nd pecuniary Hub-mlies of the govern- 
mi>iit. 
Relatively they have been more 


supported than supporting. 5th. Still fur- 
ther, to meet a peculiarity in their case, 
growing out of a great social wrong among 
llioui, tlio government has discriminated in 
their ttvvor by an exceptional administra- 
tion, li tilting and restraining the great 
principles of equal justice with respect to 
them, while thu same have universal appli- 
cation with respect to all other citizens. 


Inasniuch then, as in the Union they 


have nil the ftiJs and securities they can 
have or ought to have anywhere in the law- 
ful puffttiit.s of lawful endsj and inasmuch 
al.it>, us they have hud, by courtesy and fa- 
vor, both toleration and support from gov- 
ernment, beyond the claims of equity and 
natural jiHtico—und somewhat to the re- 
proach of both—-they can have no other 
reason for lliU revolt than to secure a larg- 
er liberty for unrighteousness.

lion therefore is not only again *t this n 
lion, but i.i tn-ason to the entire race and 
to f [en von, 


2. lu mir deliberate judgment the nation 


is shut up to one thing, with no honorable 
alternative. 
Its own honor, the interests ol 


tho race, uml tho honor of God, demand 
tho suppression of this revolt. All the 
available resources of tho nation—of men, 
money and moral force—as far as necessa- 
ry, are legitimately due to this end. And 
all the citizens ought cheerfully to acqui- 
esce, and concur in this great necessity. 


S. We have peculiar satisfaction that the 


government in prosecuting this war, is ilis- 
losed to restrain the great immoralities 
often associated with national hostilities; 
also in appointing a national fast, the prop 
er obaervaiu'O of which we will endeavor lo

4. We deem it our dutyf and will seek in

The 
have been protected most effectually in a 
their lawful interests and pursuits.- 3( 
The government has denied them nothin 
which" it has accorded to other citizens.— 
'lib. As compared with the free states, the 
have shared in large excess, the offices, hon 
ors, and pecuniary subsidies of the govern 
ment. 
Relatively they have been mor 


supported than supporting. 
5th. Still fur 


ther, to meet'a peculiarity in their cass 
growing out of a great social wrong amon 
them, the government has discriminated i 
their favor by an exceptional administra 
tion, limiting aud restraining the grea 
principles of equal justice with respect t 
them, while the-same have universal appl 
cation with respect to all other citizens.

gua, died years ago, leavirg a widow, son 
and daughter, with a. competence. The 
widow devoted herself tQriier children. The 
daughter grew upand,|jl»rried.; 
The son, 


npon attaining his nj^jority, engaged, in u 
manufacturing busistes, but in 1849 he left 
his business and w^eut out to California.— 
Soon after arriving, his factory/was de- 
stroyed by fire apd "he found himself pen- 
niless in the streets of San Francisco. Ho 
suddenly disappeared, and for 12 years his 
fate was unknown.. 


Meantime, some years after .his disap- 


pearance, a childless uncle (Belah Coe, of 
Buffalo,) died, and by will left to him and 
his sister ample property for life, ,with re- 
version to their children, bat with a provi- 
sion that in case of their death, without 
issue,' the reversion should go to two edu- 
catioual and charitable institutions. 


Under the will, the sister has enjoyed 


ier share of the rents and profits, the share 
of the lost one meantime being, nnder the 
direction of the court, deposited in a sav- 
ings bank, until after some seven years had 
elapsed, the two revisionary institutions in- 
stituted proceedings to secure his share of 
the property. The court, upon a full hear- 
ing, decided that after this lapse of time, 
without his being discovered, he must be 
judicially dead, and that one of the claim- 
ants should euter upon the enjoyment of 
his portion of the rents and profits. As to 
the other, its charter not permitting it to 
take real estate, it was thrown out alto- 
gether, and that share not being legally 
conveyed by the will, reverted to the heirs 
at law unconditionally, who are these same 
children. 


During all this time the sister's husband, 


with a zeal and pertinacity worthy of all 
commendation, has been unremitting in his 
endeavors to find the lost one. After all 
else had been compelled to believe him long 
dead, he has continued to spend his time 
and money in his discovery. He has com- 
municated with every American 'consul ol 
the islands of the Pacific and Australia.

Editorial Correspondence. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29, 1861. 


I arrived here yesterday forenoon, coming 


through from New York with Lieutenant 
Parker and a company of marines from 
Boston. To-day the city has been full of 
' rumors of war." 
Some important move- 


ment is evidently going on, though what it 
is or the details of it, no one seems to 
know positively. 
The telegraph will give 


you more particulars than I can, and, of 
course, earlier. 
Yesterday the streets were 


alive with troops and army wagons, and 
last night a very large body of troops, it is 
said, were sent over the river to the " sa- 
cred soil " of Dixie, alias Virginia. To- 
day my rambles led me to the Chain and 
the Long bridge: At tie former, I found 
General King with S solitary regiment on 
the Maryland side—the Wisconsin 6th— 
but almost hourly .expecting the 7th, which 


. Las been encamped about a mile east of 


the Capitol. 
The tensaiader of his brigade, 


including the--Wisconsin 2dand 5th, was on 
the other side of the Potomac. Last night, 
at midnight, General King received orders 
to hold his brigade in readiness for a march 
at a moment's notice, with two days' ra- 
tions. I have the satisfaction of taking my 
first camp dinner with General King and 
his staff. 
Though armed with a letter 


from Thurlow Weed to the assistant secre- 
tary of state, (F. W. Seward, a son of the 
secretary,) I was unable to obtain a pass 
over the Potomac, as General McClellan 
had requested the day before I arrived the 
refusal of passes to all civilians. 
With the 


aid of a powerful glass in General King's 
quarters, I had, however, a plain view of 
the fortifications, tents, &c., in the coveted 
plice of visitation. Very few men were 
left in them, and it is currently reported 
that General McClellan has advanced the 
whole of his column, and occupied, without 
resistance, Mnnson's Hill, Mason's Hill, 
Fall's Church, and what else nobody knows, 
though there are plenty of rumors. Gen- 
eral McClellan, with his staff, left his quar- 
ters iu the city this morning at eight 
o'clock—an unusually early hour for any 
day. and significant for the Sabbath. 


At six o'clock this afternoon, as I was 


leaving the Long bridge, I saw Professor 
Lowe in his big balloon, inflated, towed 
along the street by a body of soldiers, to 
cross the Georgetown aqueduct and get 
upon the Virginia side. He passed up the 
canal through an unfrequented street, and 
I esteem the chance of seeing him and his 
famous balloon as a fortunate one. 


You will receive by telegraph the partic- 


ulars of the sad collision this morning be- 
tween our own troops. 
As I was passing 


the Georgetown hospital this forenoon, 
eight of the unfortunate wounded were de- 
livered from a hospital wagon, and not far 
behind I met an ambulance with two more. 
Truly, if war has its exciting events, it has 
also its mournful ones. 


Notwithstanding the movements which 


indicate a battle, if the rebels will give one, 
there is not the least apprehension of dan- 
ger to Washington. Everybody has the 
utmost confidence in General McClellan 
and the army under his command. No one 
believes he will be trapped into another 
Bull Eon depot, and the city is so environ 
ed with fortifications and defences that a 


successful assault is considered impossible. 
It has been a strange and a thrilling sight 
the little I have seen. From Baltimore to 
Washington the line of the railroad is 
thickly dotted with tents and men, and as 
you make a near approach to the city, for- 
tifications and batteries meet your sight at 
almost every turn. 
On the opposite side 


of the river, the view is truly imposing even 
to the naked eye, aud when aided by a 
good glass, the emotion inspired in a per- 
son not familiar with the scene is wonder j 
and astonishment. If I should leave the 
city to-morrow I shall feel amply compen- 
sated for the expense and time of the jour- 
ney. I hope, however, to get over the 
river in a day or two, an<i will report pro- 
gress if I am so fortunate as to obtain that 
favor. 


It is nearly midnight and I must close. 


I have met many Wisconsin and several 
Janesville men since I arrived, but of them 
and other matters, more hereafter.

Txie Disaster to the Blonster Steam- 
ship Great Eastern. 


Mr. Howard Paul, a passenger on board 


the steamship Persia, which passed the 
Great Eastern, famishes the following 
particulars of the view obtained of the dis- 
abled monster as she rolled so wildly upon 
the ocean: 
" The steamship Persia which left Liver- 


pool on Saturday, September 14th, met the 
Great Eastern on Monday, September 16th, 
at 11 o'clock a. m., two hundred and twelve 
miles from Queenstown. On approaching 
her the passengers of the Persia observed 
that she was rolling very much, but had no 


lea of her condition, which a nearer view 
(forded. It was found that she had lost 
oth her paddle wheels, the whole of her 
oats with the exception of two on her port 
de were stove in or disabled, and the rud- 
er head being carried away, she was steer- 
ng for home with the rudder chains.— 
"large ropes were stretched from bulwark 
) bulwark for the passengers to cling to, 
nd the rolling was so fearful that one mo- 
ment the great ship revealed the whole of 
er decks at a most distressing angle, and 
e next the bilge was plainly visible. 
On discovering the plight of the vessel, 
apt. Judkins hoisted a signal—" Do yon 
equire aid ?" which was only replied to by 
large board being displayed . on the pad- 
le box ; but the characters thereon being 
o small, the writing could not be deciph- 
red. The Great Eastern still kept on her 
ourse; working with^her screws, and for 
wenty minutes the Persia followed her, in 
rder to get an answer to her signal. The 
assengers of the Great Eastern were scat- 
ered over Ler decks, (there were reported 
o have been about four hundred on board 
{ her,) all of which seemed straining for- 
ard to catch a view of the Persia. The 
adies waved their handkerchiefs, the men 
leir hats, and, notwithstanding the extra- 
rdinary roll of the vessel, the utmost en- 
lusiasm seemed to be manifested by her 
assengers. 
Up to this time no answer had been giv- 


n to the signal of the Persia, and as she 
ippcd her ensign and turned her head 
way, another board written on was eleva- 
ed from the paddle-box of the Great 
Eastern with no better result. 
Even with 


aid of the glasses of the officers the 


liaracters could not be distinguished. Dur- 
ng this time the Great Eastern had not 
lackened her pace, and when the Persia 
ot some distance from her she hoisted the 
ignal, " Come within hail," but as Capt. 
udkins justly said, he had followed her 
alf an hour, asked her if she required 
ny aid, and receiving no reply in the usual 
manner, he could lose no further time in 


uttiug back. It was a matter of wonder 
n board the Persia why this signal had 
ot been given before as ample time was 
(forded. After the Persia left Liverpool 
n Saturday she met with rough weather 
long the channel; the wind was blowing 
ard from the westward, and it is supposed 
hat the Great Eastern must have experi- 
aced a tremendous gale to have met with 
ae disasters that had overtaken her. 


The history of this large vessel has been 
ne of continuous calamity, and this last 
mischance will shake public faith in her to 


large extent. It was fortunate there were 
o cavalry troops on her, as the rolling was 
o terrific the horses must bave been liter- 
lily dashed to pieces. 
Many of the sea- 


*oing passengers on board of the Persia 
ave it as their deliberate opinion that they 
ever, in the greatest storm, saw any ves- 
el roll so wildly as the Great Eastern did. 


By the next steamer from England, we 
ope so be able to report the safe arrival 
f the passengers, many of whom were 
Americans. It is a curious circumstance 
hat at the London offioe of the Great 
eastern the name of the captain was not 
cnown five days before she sailed. A gen- 
leman on board of the Persia called there 
and asked the question. The reply was, 
' they did not know."

DISCOVERY ix PHAKCE.— 


The following sounds very much like the 
stories of the Arabian Nights, or Sinbad 
the Sailor, but as it comes from a respect- 
able source we give it for what it is worth : 


It has been a great mystery to English 


jankers, and to the directors of the Bank 
of England, how the bullion of the Bank 
of France could be so greatly increased 
within the last three years, while the insti- 
tution has been constantly sending gold to 
England, to Germany, and to America. 
" . long since the Bank of France drew 
some fifteen million francs in silver from 
the Bank of England, which it paid for in 
jold bars with the French mint stamp on 
them. At its last report it showed a bal- 
ance of one hundred aud seventeen millions 
of francs in gold, while the amount one 
rear ago was under eighty millions—i.early 
one-third increase. It is whispered that 
his abundance of gold is the result of a 
scientific discovery, which the Emperor Na- 
poleon has secured the monopoly of. Golt 
is at present manufactured at Paris in i 
secret manner. The principal articles usec 
are lead and arsenic, and though it is not 
known how extensively the precious meta 
is produced, yet several hundred weight are 
taken to a certain place on the first of each 
month. 
Everything is conducted with the 


utmost secrecy. 
None ot the workmen 


are allowed to leave, aud nothing"definiti 
can be known; but the fact that gold is 
produced is beyond peradveuture.

long Napoleon III will be able to keep this

PURCHASE OF U7S. TREASURY NOTES FOR 


EUROPE.—The steamer which sails to-mor- 
row for Europe will take out a large amount 
of the new 7.30 treasury notes, purchased 
bere for European account. 
For some 


days it has been known that inquiries were 
being made into the character of these 
notes by direction of personages of the 
bighest rank in Europe; it is commonly 
reported that within a few days not less 
than half a million of them will be the 
property of a single immensely wealthy 
family of the highest rank, and that other 
purchases will be made on a corresponding 
scale for other personages moving in the 
same sphere of life. The leading states- 
men ot Enrope have not been deluded by 
the transparent nonsense of the London 
assailant of our credit. They know that a 
nation of thirty millions of people, which 
owes less than $200,000,000, and which has 
twice paid off its entire indebtedness, can 
safely be trusted to almost any amount; 
and while the organs of the aristocracy are 
endeavoring to break down our credit in or- 
der to damage the cause of democracy in 
Europe, the aristocrats themselves, keenly 
alive to 'the rare opportunity afforded by 
the present crisis, are selling out their Eu- 
ropean three and four per cents, and buy- 
ing our 7.30 treasury notes. They show 
their -sense in doing so. Every English- 
man or Frenchman who sells out his Eng- 
lish or French investments and buys 7.30 
treasury notes makes £33 per £1,000, or 
33 francs per 1,000 francs, by the transfer, 
and obtains a security which, being redeem- 
able, is in reality better than even the 
French funds or the British consols.—N.

Being an accom- 
plished penman, he forged** Miss Cunning- 
ham's signature so skilfully, that G. B. 
Briggs, the Washington Banker and Treas- 
urer of the Society, was repeatedly imposed 
upon, the Society is thought to have lost $12, 
000 in this way. A number of brokers on 
Third Street, likewise deceived, honored 
the forged checks, and one was swin- 
died to the amount of $4,000. These latter 
parties with a view of securing indemnity, 
propose that the Government shall confis- 
cate Mount Vernon, in as much as the ti- 
iles are held by secessionist, and Miss 
Cunningham also a secessionists, adheres 
to the fortunes of South Carolina.

'The following rea 
sous justify this conclusion: 1st. The 
hare never been restrained by the govern 
meut in any form or degree from such pu 
suits of life, liberty, or happiness as is con 
sisteut with the rights of others. 2d. The 
have been protected most effectually in a 
their lawful interests and pursuits.* 3< 
The government has denied them nothin 
which" it has accorded to other citizens.— 
4th. As compared with the free states, the 
have slr-ired in large excess, the offices, hon 
ors, aud pecuniary subsidies of the govern 
nieiit. 
Relatively they have been mor 


supported than supporting. 5th. Still fur 
ther, to meet a peculiarity in their case 
growing out of a great social wrong amon 
them, the government has discriminated i 
their favor by an exceptional administra 
tion, limiting and restraining the grea 
principles of equal justice with respect t 
them, while the-same have universal appl: 
cation with respect to all other citizens. 


Inasmuch then, as in the Union the
